Mr. More, a familiar faee at conventions, 
is one of America’s best-known numismatists. His list of achievements reads like an entry in Who s Who 
in Numismatics: He was founder and president of the North Shore (Illinois) Coin Club 1950-1952, 
president of the Chicago Coin Club 1964-1965, president of the Central States Numismatic Society, one 
of the nation’s most prominent regional associations, 1965-1966. In 1965 President Lyndon B. Johnson 
appointed him to serve as a member of the distinguished Assay Commission. In addition, Mr. More has 
authored many articles and reference works in our field. At the present time Philip J. More, who is listed 
in Who’s Who in America and Who’s Who in the South and Southwest, is president of Choo-Choo 
Industrials, Inc., a Chattanooga, Tennessee sales and marketing organization.

Speaking of commemoratives, this present catalogue probably has more commemorative half dollars in 
it than any other auction catalogue m recent numismatic history. You 11 find them offered in three main 
sections starting with Lots 603, 1704 (the impressive Herdman holdings), and 2862. As our introduction 
preceding Lot 1704 relates, commemoratives are very much in the news these days. Grover C. Criswell, 
president of the American Numismatic Association, has begun a campaign to have the United States 
again produce commemoratives to honor important persons and events. Coin World, the weekly 
newspaper, has mounted ^^Campaign Commemoratives with the same objective in mind. Should these 
efforts bear fruit, and we hope they will, then present-day collectors, who can find very few coins of 
value in circulation (pre-1959 cents and pre-1965 silver coins are virtually non-existent in pocket 
change), will be able to build significant exhibits of current commemorative issues. In the meantime, the 
classic older issues, the pieces minted from 1892 to 1954, remain as one of the most popular series in 
numismatics. Their mintages are relatively low in comparison to regular coinage, and their historical 
importance is unexcelled. Most important to the present moment is the fact that you have the chance 
right now to bid on hundreds of commemorative coins and to buy them for your price, not someone 
else’s. The selection is vast and, as noted, is unprecedented in recent times. The time to buy is when you 
have an opportunity. If new commemoratives are made, then the mintages are sure to be in the hundreds 
of thousands or millions— thus isolating the earlier issues as rarities. Take advantage of the present 
situation!

The new American Numismatic Association grading system is used to classify the coins in this issue. It 
is important to remember that the new A.N.A. system is a new grading system, so no past grading system 
used by any dealer or collector or outlined in any past catalogue or reference book can precisely conform 
to it. What we used to call About Good is now AG-3 on the A.N.A. scale. Our former Good becomes 
Good-4 or, abbreviated, G-4. Very Good is now VG-8, Fine becomes Fine-12, and Very Fine becomes 
VF-20. VF-EF from the past is now VF-30 (or VF, choice) now. Extremely Fine becomes EF-40, and 
EF-AU becomes EF-45, choice. About Uncirculated becomes AU-50. Borderline Uncirculated becomes 
AU-55, choice. Brilliant Uncirculated (average) becomes MS-60, brilliant. If the coin isn’t brilliant, it 
may be described, for example, as MS-60 with light iridescent toning (or whatever). Choice Brilliant 
Uncirculated from the past is now MS-63, brilliant. Gem BU now is MS-65, brilliant. The A.N.A. system 
has MS-70 as Perfect Uncirculated, a category we didn’t have in the past. MS-70 refers to a coin which 
under 4X magnification shows no nicks, handling marks, or any other extraneous marks, not even 
teensy-weensy ones! In its strictest form, and this is what we will adhere to, MS-70 will refer to modern 
issues specifically struck for collectors and handled with care from the very moment of coinage. It is 
probably the case, for example, that there is no such thing as an MS-70 Carson City Mint silver dollar or 
an MS-70 Liberty head double eagle (of any date or mint). As of this writing it is too early to tell what 
the rest of the dealers in our field will do, and perhaps other catalogues will abound with Carson City 
silver dollars and Liberty head double eagles listed as MS-70. However, for the moment we’re being very, 
very conservative— something that you, the bidder, should appreciate. We do depart from the A.N.A. 
recommendations, however, in the area from MS-60 to MS-70. To strictly follow the A.N.A. guidelines 



would give just three grades for an Uncirculated coin: MS-60 (average), MS-65 (choice), and MS-70 
(perfect). We have included the intermediate grades of MS-63, MS-67, and MS-69, the last being just a 
whisper from perfect. We recently did an informal survey of other dealers (this was done in January) and 
found that very few planned to use the A.N.A. system in the near future. One of the main reasons cited 
was the lack of finer gradations between MS-60 and MS-70. “Considering that no MS-70 Liberty head 
double eagles exist, is it reasonable to assume that all of the thousands of Uncirculated, but not MS-70, 
coins will neatly fall into just two classifications, MS-60 and MS-65?” The answer is “probably not.” If 
you as a bidder have a question concerning any aspect of any coin grade in this catalogue we invite you 

to telephone or write. We’re here to help you.

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(QDB) and several friends were treated to a ‘'^grand tour’^ of 
the Denver facility by Mr. Lawrence of the mint sta ff. It was 
quite a fascinating experience.

Note: In 1906 President Theodore Roosevelt, after 
contemplating some ancient Greek and Roman coins and 
being dazzled by their beauty, wrote to noted sculptor 
Augustus Saint-Caudens to seek his ideas for upgrading 
American coin designs. After much experimentation 
Saint- Gaudens, working in his Cornish, New Hampshire 
studio (now a museum open to the public), produced the 
elegant 1 907 Indian-head eagle and the MCMVII double eagle 
of the same year. 

The MCMVII double eagle required three blows of the 
coining press to strike up properly. In addition, the public 
had difficulty reading the Roman numeral date. The result 
was that after 11,250 were minted, the design was 
discontinued. In its place appeared a shallow-relief 
modification with the date in Arabic numerals (1907), thus 
isolating the earlier MCMVII design as a pinnacle of beauty 
and rarity among gold issues.

With pleasure we present one of the most extensive 
collections of United States commemorative coins ever to 
appear in one of our catalofi:ues. The property of Mr. Donald 
F. IJerdman, with additions from other consignors., the 
following listing is rich in depth as well as breadth. 

Mr. Herd man, one of America’s leading numismatists, 
auctioned a large part of his collection in our sale of December 
1977. Then in our February 1978 sale we offered his 
specialized collection of United States dimes. Alow we offer his 
CO m m e rn ora t i ves. 

Mr. Herdrnan began his numismatic interest many decades 
ago. /Is we related in our November catalogue, many of his 
purchases were from the '^nanie” sales of the 1940s, the 
Atwater and Menjou collections, to cite just two of many. We 
also related that he joined the American Numismatic 
Association in 1942, and, in his own words: 

''Shortly thereafter I became interested in American 
commemoratives. I assembled a very nice collection of the 
different issues and designs, buying some of them from the 
original issuing commissions ...” 

Commemorative coins are very much in the spotlight today. 
"Coin World” in January launched its "Campaign Conimemo- 
ratives,” an effort to resume the coinage of American 
commemorative coins to honor specific events. To this effort 
can be added the earlier announcement of American 
Numismatic Association president Grover C. Criswell that one 
of the A.N.A.’s goals during the next two years will be the 
resumption of commemorative coinage. 

Should a renewed coinage in this series materialize, and here 
at Bowers and Ruddy Galleries we hope it does, then the 
mintage of the earlier 1892-1954 issues will be very small in 




comparison. We would imagine that contemporary mintages 
would be in the millions, rather than in the tens of thousands. 

In any event, commemorative coins are and always have 
been a mainstay of numismatics. The "Guide Book of United 
States Coins,” page 194, observes: 

"Many modern nations have issued commemorative coins 
and such pieces are highly esteemed by collectors. Yet no 
nation has surpassed our own country when it conies to 
commemorative coins, and in this we have reason to be proud. 
J he unique position occupied by commemoratives in United 
States coinage is largely due to the fact that with few 
exceptions they are the only coins that have a real historical 
significance. ”

Such was the title of an advertisement featuring these coins 
forty years ago. Today in 1978 we can be equally enthusiastic 
about the offering which follows!

Note: C'ommemoratives are an extremely interesting field 
to collect (in addition to being financially rewarding). We’ve 
dealt in this fascinating series for decades and come to know 
each type coin by heart. Certain commemoratives are almost 
invariably found in MS-65 or MS-67 condition -- brilliant 
jewels. Others (like the Alabamas, Missouris, Sesquicen- 
tennials) seem to have been poorly designed, or poorly 
struck, or poorly luindled by the selling commissions! 

Just as an example, for years one of our good clients has 
been asking us to find a true MS-67 or MS-69 Maryland 
commemorative half dollar. We cannot find one! All have a 
granularity on the obverse face which had to have been 
caused by faulty design or striking.

Actually, the sesqui’s very low relief design allowed the 
mint officials to strike coins using minimum striking pressure 
in the coin presses. Evidently the striking pressure was set too 
low, for in 99.9% of the cases, a fine granularity is visible on 
Washington’s cheek and the Liberty bell high points. Perhaps 
the coin planchet did not completely fill the deepest recesses 
of the dies at striking. Wluitever the case, the few sesquTs we 
are offering as MS-63, BU are probably (technically) MS-65 
or even MS- 67 - FOR THIS COIN, ONLY. 

The Sesquicentennial was a mild celebration, by American 
standards. Several different medals and stamps were struck, 
but not nearly so many as the centennial celebrations of 
1876 or the recently completed bi-centennial celebrations of 
1976.

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The Beautiful Type Set of 
a Midwestern Collector 



When the following United States type set came in for 
auction, we found it so pleasing in its overall appearance that 
we decided to offer it together, piece by piece, so that its 
quality could he appreciated; we also felt that another investor 
or able collector might wish to purchase all or at least a large 
part of it at one time. We recommend this! All of the coins 
must have been chosen with great care, for no matter the grade 
practically every piece is very select -without real impair- 
ments, free from cleaning marks, and with excellent color and 
lustre. As indicated in the title above, it is the property of a 
midwestern investor who spent a number of years assembling 
it— and doubtless deriving quite a bit of personal pleasure as 
the ^HnvestmenU^ grew into more than a mere financial 
investment. It shows a certain amount of attachment to 
the symbolic ideals portrayed on our coins, especially the 
earliest pieces— which is ivhere this set truly excels. The coins 
of the 1790s and early 1800s are superb examples of their 
respective grades— powerfully struck, bold representations of 




their types. The 1800 dime is one of the finest we have ever 
seen, to the best of our recollection, in a quarter of a 
century of selling rare coins. The 1807 half dollar is 
magnificent ! And an 1859 Proof set (superb but for one piece) 
will be found intermingled among the various denominations. 
These features more than equalize the fact that the set is not 
quite complete. An opportunity like this occurs rather seldom 
these days: we are sure that informed collectors and investors 
will take advantage of it. 



Rare 1793 Half Cent 




2101 1793 C-2. F.F-40 with a small and insignificant hairline scratch 

(only several mm long) on the obverse. Dark brown. Very 
clear fields. Especially well struck on the reverse, which often 
comes soft on this, the first issue of United States half cents. 
The strike is also perfectly centered on the planchet, on both 
sides. A wonderful coin! 

Note: This design is now most frequently attributed to 
Adam Eckfeldt, although some numismatists still consider it 
to have been the work of Joseph Wright. Eckfeldt, later chief 
coiner, is also thought to have made the 1 793 wreath cent, 
while the 1793 Liberty cap cent is most often attributed to 
Wright, who died in the yellow fever epidemic which struck 
Philadelphia in that same year. Both men were talented and 
capable of producing any of these designs. The 1793 half 
cent is perhaps closest to the Erench Revolutionary symbols 
of Liberty, upon which American motifs were based. It is 
therefore especially representative of the spirit of freedom 
which characterized the times. 

Rare Variety 1794 Half Cent 



2102 1794 C-8 (a variety rated rarity 6). VF-30, choice. Smooth, clear 
dark chocolate-brown surfaces (slightly rough only on the 
reverse). There appears to be a slight planchet clip (from the 



mint) at 7 o’clock on the obverse. In all, an excellent 
example of this rarity. 

Note: This design is attributed to Robert Scot, for a while 
chief engraver at the mint, later founder of the 
world-renowned American Bank Note Company of New 
York. His talent helped produce some of America’s finest 
early coins— such as this half cent. The Liberty cap and head 
are larger than on the 1793 design, and clearly American 
(rather than Erench) in nature— bolder and more blunt. In 
color and overall appearance, this is an excellently matched 
companion to the preceding lot. 



2103 1805 Draped bust. Small 5, stemless. AU-55, choice. An 
immaculate, dark chocolate-brown coin glowing with nearly 
full lustre. Sharply detailed hair on Liberty and leaves on the 
wreath. 

Note: Another dramatically patriotic design executed by 
Robert Scot— fully symbolic of the mixed feelings of bold 
temerity harbored by the new citizens of these United States 
who, rightly so, feared that their independence from Britain 
was far from secure. Only seven years after this very coin was 
struck, the Redcoats again invaded this land, burned the 
capital city at Washington, and struck such terror along the 
eastern seaboard that Philadelphians carted the Liberty Bell 
in the dead of night out of the city, fearing its capture. The 
times needed all the urgings for strength which could be 
produced— and, through such coins as this, every citizen 
could carry the spirit of freedom in his pocket.

2104 1828 13 stars. MS-60, brown Uncirculated. Sharply struck and 
attractive! The color (mostly greenish lilac in hue) is a little 
uneven, but the surfaces are marvelously clear of marks. Has 
probably been lovingly brushed by a copper fanatic -giving a 
pleasing look to it. 

Note: John Reich\s classic head half cents were minted in 
considerable numbers in order to supply the young United 
States with adequate small change^’— and the fact that most 
surviving half cents are not mint state attests to the reality of 
this need. Though not really expensive, this coin should 
nevertheless he highly prized. 



Select Proof 1857 Half Cent 




2105 1857 Proof-63, light brown with lilac and blue hues. Nicer than 
most Proof half cents we see; a fine representation of the 
braided hair design, for every detail is sharp. Small mintage 
year, with few Proofs coined. 



Truly Lovely 1793 Wreath Cent 




2106 1793 Wreatli cent. Vine and bars edge. S-8. AU-55, choice and 
lustrous. Light chocolate brown. The reverse shows some 
mint frost. Obverse is slightly light in strike on Liberty’s 
highest hair, but the leaves above the date are high and 
rounded, so the strike is above average in all. This variety is 
almost perfectly centered on the planchet. A choice and most 
desirable eoin! 

Note: The wreath cent, designed by Adam Eckfeldt (most 
believe), replaced the very short-lived chain cent of the same 
year. Public criticism reached the mint to the effect that 
Liberty, as she first appeared in 1 793, had the look of an 
^fdioU^ and that the chain seemed too suggestive of the very 
thing from which the colonies had recently been liberated by 
the bloody Revolutionary War. So the wreath cent was 
quickly executed and minted. It was an admirable forerunner 
of much later coinage: Liberty seems freely advancing in a 
gusty wind, and the wreath is a peaceful emblem of unity, as 
it is joined at the bottom and composed of native American 
flora. 
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Virtually Mint State 1794 Liberty Cap Cent 




2107 1794 Liberty cap. S-57. A marvelous specimen— AU-55, choice 
and lustrous, with some claims to Uncirculated. Light brown. 
This variety has the dies centered on both sides of the 
planchet. Smooth, pleasing fields. All the detail of an 
Uncirculated coin. By far, one of the finest we have handled. 
Worth a bid commensurate with its rarity in this state. 

Note: Attributed variously to Robert Scot and John Smith 
Gardner (an assistant engraver at the mint), the Liberty cap 
cents are probably the most enthusiastically collected of the 
early copper types. Dr. Sheldon lists dozens of die varieties 
and notes, concerning the roster of famous past collectors of 
these coins, that they have been considered ‘^magic talismans 
to the nostalgic past and to a wistful future. By owning one 
you established a fratenml bond with both past and future 
ow tier s^^ ~ speaking with affection of Hays, the principal early 
student of the 1 794s. Our photograph shows the 
characteristics of this design which have inspired such 
loyalty: here is a classic representative of the 1794 [liberty 
cap coin! 




2108 1798 Draped bust cent. S-166. AU-50, light brown with 
evidence of the impurities so often found in the early cent 
planchets— darker patches (here subdued) where the metal is 
not pure copper. The surfaces are clear and smooth. A 
delightful and exceptional specimen! 

Note: Robert Scot^s draped bust design was used from 
1796 until 1807, a period of patriotic enthusiasm pervaded 
by uncertainties about the future of the union. (We refer you 
to our comments under Lot 2103 for a fuller treatment of 
this period.) This 1798, the second hair variety, is not 
especially rare as a date but is scarce in this outstanding 
condition— and it was minted the year before President 
Washington passed away, for those who value historical 
associations. 



Magnificent Uncirculated 1812 Cent 




2109 1813 Classic head cent. MS-60, dark brown Uncirculated. A 
small porous area on the reverse near the rim, otherwise 
smooth, unprobleme’id surfaces. Better than average in 
strike— and the classic heads are notorious for their soft 
impressions (the copper had little alloy, so it didn’t have the 
properties of later planchets). Struck some time during the 
War of 1812 (which lasted until 1814), thus of historical 
importance. 
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Magnificent Uncirculated 1812 Cent 



2110 1818 MS-63, red and brown Uncirculated. Perhaps 50% of the 

now golden mint red remains. Variety with the extensive, 
advanced diebreak connecting all of the stars and the date. 
Light carbon flecks but still a select 1818 cent. 

Note: Doubtless from the Randall Hoard, which is the 
principal source of mint state large cents dated 1816, 1817, 
1818, 1819 and 1820. 2'his was a mint keg (or more) or 
Uncirculated cents— unearthed from under a railway station 
in Georgia shortly after the Civil War, purchased by 
merchants in New York as a promotional device (which 
failed— the public would not accept large cents after small 
cents became current), ending up in the hands of collector 
John Swan Randall, by which this hoard is known today. 

2111 1856 Large cent. Upright 5 in date. A very colorful red and 

brown MS-60, Uncirculated. Dazzling hues of orangish gold 
over iridescent brown. Full cartwheel lustre! A couple of 
light obverse carbon flecks. A beautiful example of the final 
type of large cent— the braided hair, or coronet. 

Note: This type of cent was coined from 1816 through 
1857 and is often collected as a single type, although more 
than luilf a dozen styles (slight modifications of the basic 
design) appeared during those years. The original design was 
by Robert Scot. 



Famous 1856 Flying Eagle Cent 




2112 1856 Flying eagle cent. Perhaps the most famous of all 
American coins. Conceived by designer James B. Longa ere as 
a pattern, this type dated 1856 was coined first for 
distribution to and approval from legislators and the coinage 
committee, and later in very limited quantities for 
circulation. The estimated mintage was about 600 Uncircu- 
lated (business strike) pieces and 1,000 Proofs. We have here 
a Proof-60 with light golden brown surfaces. Only faint 
abrasions separate this from a higher grade category ; it is very 
pleasing— and rare. Perfect strike. 

Note: The 531 pieces from the Beck hoard of Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, have now been entirely absorbed by the 
collecting fraternity— with little effect upon the value of this 
issue. Prices stabilized for a while, as collectors immediately 
seeking a piece were satisfied, but the future should witness 
another price increase spiral for this coin, which has always 
increased steadily in value over the years. 



Scarce Proof 1859 Copper-Nickel Cent 



2113 1859 Indian head cent, copper-nickel alloy. Proof-60 with 
golden toning. A couple of lint marks (the dies were wiped 
with rags, leaving lint fibers here and there which were 
impressed into the metal as the planchet was struck) and 
some light, tiny carbon spots. Fabulous detail, of course— this 
is a Proof. One of an estimated Proof mintage of 800. 

Note: Longacre also designed this, the second style of 
copper-nickel cent, which replaced the flying eagle design 
after only three years. Not having the fuller wreath with a 
shield at the top, as on subsequent issues, is a one-year type 
issue. Probably the most popular of the Indian head ^^white 
cents,^^ as these thick coins used to be called. Circulated 
pieces are still common today, but Proofs are scarce. 



2114 1863 Copper-nickel Indian head cent. A stunning specimen- 

Proof-65 with full original brilliance and color. The ultimate 
in a cent of this type. Very seldom encountered so select! 

2115 1891 Indian head cent. Last type— made of bronze. Proof-60 

with a brilliant obverse and a reverse toned the colors of the 
rainbow.

2961 1851 Augustus Humbert $50 “slug.” Minted by Humbert as 
assayer for the United States Assay Offiee of Gold in the 
boom town of San Franeiseo during the height of the Gold 
Rush whieli began in 1849. Variety with 887 THOUS (for 
purity) on the banner over the eagle. So-ealled target reverse, 
ereated as a seeurity measure against counterfeiting. Reeded 
edge. An incredibly fine specimen— among the finest in 
existence— grading MS-60, Brilliant Uncirculated. A few tiny 
nicks— hut none of the heavy digs usually associated with 
these gigantic pieces. Slight weakness of strike (but much 
better than on most) on the date and the upper portion of 
the shield, hut the eagle’s feathers are sharply defined, as is 
the rest of the design. Very pleasing surfaces, all things 
considered, with just a bit of cabinet friction— for this superb 
piece was surely housed in some prominent or discriminating 
collector’s fine cabinet during the 19th century. A great coin! 
Worth a substantial bid in excess of the catalogue value for an 
average F.F piece. 



The United States Assay Office of Gold was, in effect, a temporary 
territorial mint of the federal government— for, while California had not 
yet been admitted to the Union as of the striking of coins such as the 
one in this lot, the United States government had control over the 
Territory of (Mlifornia and regulated its commerce through its Custom 
House at San Francisco. The great wealth of the territory worked 
strongly in its favor toward quickly becoming a state, and, as we shall 
see, the $50 gold coin of octagonal shape was a direct— and perhaps the 
strongest palpable— influence on the founding of a federal mint. 

The Assay Office, though regulated by the United States, was in 
effect governed by a series of responsible gentlemen whose principal 
aim, if we may believe the records, was to supply early Californians 
with coins of honest value. Moffat & Co. began the operation which 
was shortly to become known as the Assay Office, doubtless an 
abbreviated version of the title given to Augustus Humbert, who was 
appointed United States Assayer of Cold in 1851 (two years following 
the formation of Moffat & Co.); Humbert himself quickly gave way to 
Curtis, Perry & Ward, who were in effect the United States Assay Office 
of Cold from 1852 until its closure in 1854. 

The Assay Officers coins, all of the $50 denomination, replaced most 
of the earlier privately minted pieces, as Edgar H. Adams relates in his 
classic ^^Private Cold Coinage of Calif ornia^^ : ^^The discredited Mormon 
coins and other issues such as those of the Pacific Company, all of 
which were of a value much lower than that stamped upon their face, 
soon found their way to the Assay Office, were remelted, and 
reappeared in the form of fifty-dollar pieces^’. Despite their high 
intrinsic value in relation to their stated denomination, though, their 
size and high worth ^^caused the greatest inconvenience. ” Several 
percent of their value was charged to cash them into coins of smaller 
denominations, and agitation grew among Californians. But the 




Ireasury Department had deemed the $50 pieces the only efficiently 
minted size and refused to issue more spendable denominations. 

Public furor continued to be published in local newspapers for nearly 
three years, and the contractors at the Assay Office seemed to be in 
agreement with the citizenry. Ironically, as often happens in official 
affairs, the other arm of the government in San Francisco, its Custom 
House, forced the issue by abiding by another law— it refused to accept 
anything but coins of the federal mints in payment for duties! ‘^At this 
time, ” Adams tells us, “the issues of the Assay Office represented the 
greater proportion of California’s circulating medium, and their chief 
use had been in payment of customs duties.” For this, the Custom 
House had been charging a sum in addition to its normal rate, but 
stopped that practice some time during 1852, increasing the need for 
coins of smaller denomination and of official issue. The change in 
practice seems to have come about simply because somebody finally 
read the information carried on the $50 coin— it indicated a fineness of 
less than .900 (.880 and .887 being standard). Ignorance prevailed in 
this decision, because California gold was alloyed with silver, not 
copper, and was therefore of greater value. 

A change to a fineness of .900 was soon effected, but other forces 
were at work which would quickly put an end to the $50 gold piece. It 
is not known how many of these giant coins were struck by the Assay 
Office, but, again quoting Adams: ^'^The comparative scarcity of the 
fifty-dollar slugs at the present time [191 Ij, notwithstanding the 
enormous number originally struck, may be ascribed to the fact that as 
the ungainly pieces were worth much above their face value, a 
considerable profit was derived from remelting them. Foreign bankers, 
it is said, preferred the octagonal ingots to regular American coin, and 
they were exported in huge quantities, some direct from California, 
others from New York. ” $200,000 worth of them were exported in just 
one steamer trip of January 1853, and we may be sure that they were 
for the most part melted abroad for a profit in gold. 

The United States Assay Office of Cold closed on December 14, 
1853, and ^^Messrs. Curtis & Perry . . . took the contract to furnish both 
building and machinery for the new United States Branch Mint,” 
constructed on the site of their offices on Commercial Street, near 
Montgomery, in San Francisco. On April 15, 1854, the new federal 
mint began operations by striking $20 gold coins— bringing a fabulous 
era of privately minted (and now rare) gold to a conclusion. 

The dies for the $50 gold piece were engraved by Albert Kuner of 
San h rancisco. The coin was known as an ingot during the Gold Rush, 
according to the terminology employed by the act of Congress which 
authorized it, and gradually other names were given to it: golden adobe, 
quintuple eagle, five-eagle piece, and, most widely, slug. This term was 
borrowed from the Moffat and Kohler rectangular pieces, Adams 
informs us. But another story, a legend of continuing fascination, says 
that shanghaiers would wrap a number of these heavy pieces in a 
bandanna and use the resulting impromptu bludgeon to ^^slug” the 
unwary over the head, then cart them off to ships’ captains who 
weren’t particular about how they mustered a crew.

aboard an Orient-bound vessel. Hence the popular nickname 
of this coin.

No large gashes or edge bumps, as are so often 
encountered on these coins.

UNITED STATES FRACTIONAL CURRENCY 

America oj ihe J860s and 1870s went through rough limes 
economically. I he cause o f these rough times was the Civil 
War with its resultant hoarding and greenback inflation. 

Small, fractional notes quickly came in to fill the void left 
by the hoarding oj small coins. Five issues of fractional notes 
came off the presses. Fach issue has its distinct characteristics 
and charm. WeJve sorted the notes offered here according to 
ivhether they were printed in the First Issue, Second Issue, 
Third I ssue, etc. 



First Issue (Postage Currency) 

First Issue notes are known as Postage Currency. Each denomination 
portrays facsimiles of U.S. postage stamps. Some of these come with 
perforated edges — just like the postage stamps! Others have straight 
edges similar to all other U.S. paper money. The 5c and 25c 
denominations of the J irst Issue are printed on a light brown paper. 
The 10c and 50c are printed on white paper with green ink for the 
obverse and black for the reverse.

Second Issue 

Various problems plagued the First Issue of fractionals so the Second 
Issue began. Designs were standardized now — all fronts were virtually 
identical A portrait of Washington adorned a gray colored obverse. 
Metallic bronze ^^ink^^ oval went around this portrait. It was thought 
the addition of bronze oval and surcharges on the reverse would stem 
the rising tide of counterfeits. This hope proved futile.

Fourth issue notes begin a colorful time in American paper money. 
The Treasury Seal was added for the first time (usually printed in bright 
red or green, very rarely in a purple-brown) as well as silk security fibers 
embedded in the paper. 

Like the other issues of Fractional Currency, notes are occasionally 
found with pinholes. In fact, while reading an early edition of “Heath’s 
Counterfeit Detector” (of which some will appear shortly in this sale) 
we found that pinholes were one of the early ways of telling 
genuineness in fractional notes!

Note: Pinholes probably came about in one of two ways. 
When bundles of fractional notes were shipped across the 
country, wise shippers ran a needle and thread through one 
corner of the bundle. Thus, all notes were securely fastened 
together. This kept sticky- finger employees from sliding a 
note out from the middle of the bundle! We’ve seen original 
bundles of 5th issue notes in which each of the 20 (or 40) 
notes has an identical tiny pinhole in the corner! 

A second possibility (usually found on larger- denomina- 
tion bills and particularly ^‘broken bank” notes) resulted in 
multiple pinholes. Women of the day, fearing loss of their 
wealth through muggings, pinned notes to the inside of their 
ample dresses! We’ve often seen early notes with several pairs 
of pinholes — ample evidence of having once had a straight or 
safety pin run through them!

For the new as well as the seasoned 
mail bidder, here are some helpful 
suggestions and hints which will help to 
increase your bidding success. I’ve num- 
bered the following paragraphs for your 
reference ease in the event you wish to 
ask further questions about any aspect. 
Have a question? Write or call and I or a 
member of the Auction Department staff 
will gladly answer it! 

1. Read the Terms of Sale in the front 
of the catalogue. These terms define your 
obligation when you submit a bid sheet. 

2. Mail your bid sheet in as early as 
possible. This is particularly important if 
you’re a new bidder, for it takes us time 
to check your references. 

3. I’ve found it best to use a work 
sheet to compile bids. In this way you 
can check back and forth throughout the 
catalogue, make changes and revisions, 
and so on. Then when you’ve decided on 
your final bids enter them on the bid 
sheet. Try your best to keep the bid sheet 
neat and clearly understandable, listing 
the lots in order. 

4. If you are a new bidder, send along 
references and a 25% deposit. 

5. Be prepared to pay in full for all lots 
for which your bids are successful. Don’t 
bid more than you want to pay! Review 
your financial circumstances carefully 
before bidding. If you are awarded lots, 
you are legally bound to pay for them. 

6. Please keep in mind current price 
levels when bidding. While high and low 
prices sometimes occur, most items sell 
within market ranges. If a popular coin 



sells for $500 on the retail market, 
chances are not good that a bid of, say, 
less than $400 will win it. On the other 
hand, chances are excellent that a bid in 
the $500 to $600 range will be a winner. 
There’s no harm in bargain-hunting, but 
as your time is valuable (and so is ours) it 
is most productive if you keep current 
values in mind while bidding! 

7. Auction invoices are due upon 
receipt. 

8. You may pay for your auction lots 
with Visa or Master Charge, but a small 
percentage increase must be added to 
your invoice to cover our charges in this 
regard. 

9. Be sure to sign your bid sheet. 

10. Ink is best for writing bids. Pencil 
tends to blur. 

11. If bid changes are necessary, do not 
over-write any figures. Instead, cross 
them out completely and re-enter the 
bids. 

12. Put your telephone number on the 
bid sheet. In this way we can call you if 
there is any question about a bid. 

13. Submit your bids in even dollar 
amounts. Cents and fractional dollar 
amounts will be ignored. 

14. Check your bid sheet carefully. 
You will be responsible for any bids on 
wrong lots or for the wrong amounts. 
Please be careful! 

15. Don’t forget to take advantage, if 
you wish, of the optional 10% or 20% 
increase to really help your chances of 
being a successful bidder.

16. If you wish to limit your total 
expenditure, please write MAXIMUM 
EXPENDITURE $ — and the amount at 
the top of your bid sheet. You can then 
submit bids for amounts up to four times 
the amount of the maximum expen- 
diture. A B&R customer representative 
will bid for you from the auction floor, 
buying lots for your account until your 
authorized expenditure is reached. Due to 
the bookkeeping involved, this service is 
offered only to bidders with maximum 
expenditures of $1000 or more. MAX- 
IMUM EXPENDITURE and “ONE LOT 
ONLY” bidding cannot be combined. 

17. Up to five lots may be grouped 
with brackets for a “ONE LOT ONLY” 
purchase, if you wish to purchase only 
one example of a type of coin or a date 
of coin of which several examples appear 
in the sale. Such lots should be bracketed 
with the notation “ONE LOT ONLY” 
appearing. 

18. Lots may be inspected by mail 
prior to the auction. Please write or call 
for further information. 

19. An expanded article, “How You 
Can Bid SUCCESSFULLY by Mail,” 
appeared in our Fairfield Collection 
catalogue (October 1977) and also in our 
Roy Harte Collection catalogue (Novem- 
ber 1977).
